Where O’ Where Is My 73?

Do you wonder where your 73 Amatcur Radio Today 
magazine is getting to these days? ‘The last copy I reccived 
was the February edition and my subscription is not duc to 
run out until April of 95! 


First, | have VE6CMM to thank for bringing to my 
attention that the March and now April issues of 73 were 
missing in action. As a result of his packet bulletin 1 was 
down right mad that Customs (as related by VEGCMM) was 
holding something of mine that had no duty or tax payable. 
It’s a Criminal offence to obstruct the mail and that was 
what it looked like was happening. Well I have a friend 
with Canada Post. He’s a Postal Inspector in Winnipeg and 
I made a complaint. 


He first checked with Canada Customs. They did 
not have record on their computer of holding any 73 
magazine. He did learn, however, that there is an 
agreement in the GATT which requires that the origin of 
the Publication be printed on the outside of the publication. 
He also reported that a Publication would not be cut off 
from the Canadian market without first being notified that 
they did not comply with the regulations and given time to 
remedy the defect. He suggested that rather than being 
held at the border the publication was refused entry to the 
Canadian Postal system and was returned to sender. 


We made a conference call to the Circulation 
Offices of 73. 1t was clear that 73 was aware that we were 
not getting our magazines. They state that they will comply 
with the regulations in the future. The question still is why 
are they not actively trying to get these editions to their 
customers? I would put it to you that it was just too 
expensive to print the required information on the existing 
magazines once the publisher got them back. I find it also 
unacceptable that each amateur has to call to get a new 
edition. Everyone in Canada is missing March and April 
editions. They (73 Mag.) know it but are doing nothing. 


No Doubt we will read Wayne’s crying about what 
a government has done to him, again. The question is, will 
the whole story come out? When the dust settles will we 


find that 73 ignored notice that it needed to comply with 
international regulations, to our detriment and aggravation? 
On the other hand look what our own Government has 
done to it’s citizens. This publication has a GST registration 
number and therefore our Canadian authoritics are aware 
of it’s origin. I note that the magazine has been available 
on the news stands, so why have only the subscribers been 
victimized? I think I will write my MP and ask for an 
explanation. I urge you to do the same. While you’re at it, 
write Wayne too!

VESYQT Speed dial numbers, again... 
By: Steve, VE3KRH. 
More changes, more confusion, more fun. ‘That’s probably what makes this such a 
great hobby. And as usual, in kecping with the truc aspects of TIIE HOBBY, | am 
about to bestow more changes and confusion upon you all. 

Due to an increase in licensed membership, some changes were necessary 
to ensure that all members have an AUTODIAL (speed dial) NUMBER. 

First off, the USER AUTODIAL BANK 1 and USER AUTODIAL BANK 
2 have been activated to accommodate the new speed dial assignments. These new 
assignments were printed in last month’s issue of Hi-Q. Access procedure for the 
new assignments is somewhat different though. 

The autodial (or speed dial), with which we all became familiar during the 
past year, is USER AUTODIAL BANK 0 and we accessed it by pressing *2 plus the 
speed dial number we wanted to call. Well, that won’t work any more. 

If your speed dial number is in the 100 to 199 range, you are in BANK 1 
and will use * plus your speed dial number. Example: if your speed dial number 
is 145 then you press *145. 

If your speed dial number is in the 200 to 249 range, you are in BANK 2 
and will use * plus your speed dial number. Example: if your speed dial number 
is 245 then you press *245. 

The above changes to the USER AUTODIAL BANKS have also 
necessitated the assignment of a new primary autopatch code. The primary 
autopatch code was *1 plus the 7 digit number you wanted to dial. The new code 
is simply * plus the 7 digit number to which you want to be connected. 

‘To answer the phone by use of radio you now must press ** then release 
the PTT and wait for the 2 beeps before giving your usual preamble. 

‘lerminating the patch is still accomplished in the same manner, with the 
pound "#" sign. 

If you have questions about the operation of the patch, please don’t hesitate 
to ask me. Now I will kick back and relax and see what damage I can do for next 
month.

TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS 
SB QST ARL ARLB036 WIND PROFILER NPRM 


The FCC, on April 1, issued its Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking and Notice of Inquiry on the subject of wind 
profiler radars (et Docket 93-59). 


The FCC proposes to allocate the 448 — 450 MHz band 
on a primary basis to wind profiler radar systems (wind 
profilers) and requests comment on whether wind 
profilers also should be accommodated on a secondary 
basis in the 915 MHz band, as proposed by Radian 
Corporation, or in some other frequency band. 


Based on a study by the National Telecommunications 
and Information Administration (N'TIA), the FCC calls 
for comments on whether potential interference between 
449 MESz amateur and wind profiler operations could be 
alleviated by using RI’ screens or by altering repeater 
antenna radiation patterns. 


The FCC also says it will consider zones around wind 
profilers in which amateur transmitters would be 
prohibited. The FCC says that since 449 MHz wind 
profilers are planned primarily for rural areas, it expects 
few amateur operations to be disrupted. 


And the FCC says it is not proposing to change 
amateurs’ secondary status in the 448 — 450 MHz range 
since amateurs already are required to protect against 
interference to government services with which it already 
shares that spectrum. 


As for the inquiry into 915 MHz wind profilers, the FCC 
calls for technical information and says it will consider 
the proposal "with other existing and proposed uses." 


Comment date is June 15, 1993. Reply comment date is 
July 15, 1993.
